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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over US Pat No 5,270,990 issued to Mizasawa et al 

3. Mizasawa et al disclose a main vacuum chamber (see col. 5, lines 
and a plurality of minicolumns (see col.4, lines 7-46). 

4. Mizasawa et al disclose a turntable stage that enables imaging every 
point on the wafer (see col. 15, lines 8-25; col. 17, lines 41-68). 

5. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Mizasawa et al and US Pat No 4,760,567 issued to Crewe. 

6. Mizasawa et al disclose the claimed invention except for each of the 
minicolumns has a plurality of electrostatic lenses. 

7. However, Crewe discloses the desirability of a plurality of electrostatic 
lenses in minicolumns (see col. 10, lines 37-48). It would have been obvious 
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to an ordinary artisan to incorporate Crewe into Mizasawa et al, because 
Crewe teaches improved compactness (see col. 9, lines 59-66). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 1 is allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: the prior art of record fails to teach 
or fairly suggest the limitation " a vacuum pump situated inside the main 
vacuum chamber and external to and connected to the minicolumn."
